An emergency meeting of itheT%SUS^^Executive 
called at 1 p.m. Wednesday narrowly defeated a move to 
publish a, newspaper pending the failure of the McGill 
DaUy to distribute today's edition. 

ASUS 3rd year rep, Michael Prupas moved that a 
special oneway issue, of the McGill Free Press be pub- 
lished due to the threat of resignation of Marie Wilson's 

Prupas^and his supporters origtoally . Intended to en- 
trust the task to Allan Feingold. editor^ of the Free Press. 
Reasons given by Prupas included provâïon for adequate 
coverage of an Arts and Science Faculty meeUng and an 
open meethig of ASUS concerning the role of students in 
faculty. 

Hovrever, Feingold refused to offer his services or the 
name of the Free Press, saying. his paper's function vras 
different from that of the Daily. He suggested the possi- 
biUfy^of .ASUS offering financial isupport to Wilson's staff 
tj^f^ucie a Daily, possibly for a protracted period. Hov?- 
eye^Feingold indicated that Wilson's staff would be un- 
wilUng to produce a paper. 

Students' Council member for A & S.. Charles .Krauth- 
ammer amended Prupas' motion to the effect' that naAStiS 
support be given to any paper. A vote on Krauthammer's 
amendment was rendered a tie by .the chairman, thus fail- 
ing to be approved. I'he mahi nioUon^ suffered the same 
fate; therefore, ASUS officially denied support for any pap- 
Julius Grey, Chairman of the .S^^% Council, cast 
the tiei)roducing vote. Michael Prupas strongly objected 
to Grey's voting rights, indicating that those rights were 
based on the old Students' Society constitution. Joe Caron, 
ASUS President, defended Grey claiming that the old cdi

This notwithstanding, under Rocke Robertson's steward- 
ship McGill became one of the first Universities to effect 
student .bivôlvément^in the academic proc^ and has gone 
fiu|her ill this direction than almost any other University in 
tns country. His part in this development cannot be ignored 
nor the fact that he spared no effort in the execution of his 
complex functions. Considering oimlocal experiences aid^ 
high attrition rate amongst Unij^^g^Sicipals and tl^pP! 
dents, the job is clearly as li nm^MK * hazardous as "it is 
arduous.

It is in a frensy of unabashed 
oiitimism that I recount to you 
the following tale.

Same old start 
In their third league contest 

the Redmen started their from- 
bums-t-champs transition. A great 
power named Eric Walter bullied

The Redmen pulled 
an encore the following Saturday 
as the Gaels fell prey agahi in 

Kingston. 

Suddenly the Red and White 
squad were squeezed into a four- 
way tic for first place. 

Toronto paved the Redmen's 
road into a solo first place one 
week later as QB Thomas J. 
Skypcck picked apart their pass 
defence to the tune of four aerial 
touchdowns and a 23-11 victory. 

Needing but one more win to 
force a playoff against Queen's, 
the Redmen played more inspired 
football and outwailowcd the 
Western Mustanp 9-8 in four 
inches of mud. 

The stage was set for the plajr- 
off in Kingston's Richardson SLi- 
dium as the Redmen tried to cap- 
ture their second Yates Cup in 
almost forty years. 

Two minute season 
The whole season trailed down 

to two minutes and fourteen sec- 
onds wticn quarterback Skypcck 
found himself on the Gaels' six- 
yard line and on the short end of 
a 13-8 score. The General moved 



up the Held cautiously throwing 
short passes to Willie Lambert 
and Eric Walter. 

Four passes later the Redmen 
were on the enemy, thirty with 
the final fifty seconds 'dlsappear- 
ing quickly on the scoreboard 
clock. Lambert flanked out on the 
right and looked up to find two 
of the Gaels' top backs ready to 
cover him. 

Willie the fox dashed down fif- 
teen yards and stopped suddenly 
as the two defenders converged 
on him. However Lambert took 
off again faking the Gaels out of 
their athletic supporters and was 
long gone by the time Skypcck 
drilled in the playoff pass. The 
convert was good and the final 
score inscribed on the Yates 
Cup read: McGUI 15 - Queen's 
13.
